don, of ſuch priuate — As thoſe practiſers, 
are iuſtly reproucd , which (to toll in more cuſto- 
mers) do hang out their ſignes, and gild their gar- 
lands, profeſſing much cunning, and haue little or no

His ſchollers and followers, that 
practiſed his teaching, and taught his practiſing, are 
a cloud of witneſſes, to make — ation of this 
true poſition . That with a fe medecines , rightly 
compounded , and with ſome ſimples ſimplie, and 
without couin prepared, more good hath bene,and 
may be done, in one weeke againſt any diſeaſe, then 
in a moncth with all the groſſe gonfeftions C as 
rec ter termes them)in their blew pots, ot witli their 
hoarie heated drugs, in their braue boxes, which 
once ina yeate or two (it all men deale truly ) muſt 
be ſwept out of dores. She me not the meate , but 
ſhew mz the man: talke not ofthe recen, but ſpeake 
truly of che effect. So many as are ſand blind, and 
will not be ſtone blind, may verifiethe truth of the 
ſafeſt kinde of curation ; if they will beſtow the 
paynes, to peruſe the booke following. Herein is 
no bragging of cures done, nor promiſe of impoſſi- 
bilities: but the manner. how, the perſons who, and 
ypon whomthey were performed, istruly and playn- 
ly ſet downe , euen as they were deliuered by wri- 
ting or word of mouth.

Of payne in the head. 


He paine in thehead,is an infirmitie, whoſe 
cauſe vntill this time hath not beene ſuffi - 
ciently know: as by mine owne experiece 
I ſhall proue vnto you. 

All or the moſt part of Phiſicions,in the 
world, do hold this poſition , that payne in 
the head, is no other thing. then vapors ariſing from the ſlo- 
macke: and aſcend vnto the head, which do offend membra- 
»4, whereupon enſucth payne. Herein they ſpeake ſome 
part of the truth . But iin my iudgement) they are not yet 
come perfectly, to know all the cauſe of this infirmitie . For 
Iſee that in the cures , which theſe Theorickes wold per- 
forme, it ſalleth not out, according to their expectation and 
deſire, for that they know not the whole or the principall 
cauſe of the maladie, therefore what certaine medeeine can 
they finde out to cure the infirmitie? They may perchice(as 
the blind man hits the crow) helpe, they know not what, 
which thing I ſpeake not, to backbite — any of thẽ:

ber to tell them — ——— others, 


the whole and true cauſe of that, whereof heretofore they 
haue bene ignoraunt . The firſt cauſe is putrified bloud, 
in Leonichie , the ſecond is, the vapors that aſcend from 
the ſtomacke and offend the head: the third is, the hu- 
miditic or moiſture, betweene the skinne and the fleſh, 
So that the cauſes are three, and the remedies as many, 
to diſſolue the antecedent cauſes . I haue now ſhewed 
thee, the originall and roote of the payne in the head; about 
which thou ſhalt neuer more neede to beate thy head , or 
breake thy braines, either in ſeeking the Aphorr/mes of Hy- 
pocrates, the ( ommentarie of Galene,or the authoritie of . 
wcenc: for in theſe foure or few wordes I haue ſaid all. Now 
of the cure of this diſeaſe, as I haue experimented the ſame 
an infinite ſort of times in my life: which way ſocuer the 
cauſe commeth, worke thou after this manner, and thou 
ſhalt never ſuſtaine blame, or diſcredit. 

When the payne in the head is confirmed, and that thou 
canſt finde no helpe, by common T heorich ot Prattthe, do 
theſe things following . Firſt let them bloud on Leonichie, 
cutting it ouerthwart,and let the patient ſpat as much as he 
can. Then the next morning, let them take our Aromatico 
faſting. The next day let the head be ſhauen, and lay there- 
on an attractiue plaiſter, drawing out the humiditie: where- 
of Ihaue made mention in my Capris medicinale. In the 
end, cauſe them toneeſe, and hereby all the payne in the 
head will ceaſe.

T>= Catarrhe , is a moiſt vapor, which aſlaulteth the

This moiſture, 
hath his beginning of the moiſture of the lungs , and vntill 
ſuch time, as the lungs be diſcharged thereof, the Catarrhe 
will continue in his force. This infirmitie raigneth — in

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flegmaticke, and melancholike bodies, then in any of other 
conſtitutions. Such as are troubled with it, are not long li- 
ued, becauſe their lungs conſume , by little and little, and 
thereupon they are troubled with the Pre/icke and conſe- 
quently they periſh, if they be not quickly releeued. I will 
now ſhew > 6. a rare ſecret to curethe ſame. 

Take Pulmozaria and Sena, that is freſh, and new; infuſe 
them in wine and water, ouer a {mall or gentle fire, till the 
wine haue drawne out the vertue . Then ſtraine it, and put 
thereunto our Quint aacſſence, & keepe it cloſe in a glaſſe, let 
the patiẽt drinke thereof euery morning Z iij, luke warme, 
for twentie dayes together: let him eate good nouriſhing 
meates, for they agree well with this diſcale . If the patient 
be not too farre ſpent, you ſhall ſee your cure performed in 
ſhort time. In the meane while, if the patient be weake,you 
ſhall giue hum new layd 855 , and good white wine. If 
the humiditie be perceiued, not to be quite expelled and e- 

uacuated, then giue him our Aromatico: after ward comfort 
him agayne, with reſtoratiues and cordials, to make him 
ſtrong, and no doubt by the helpe of God he ſhall be cured. 
This methode, of curing this infirmitie , differeth from the 
common courſe that Phiſitians take, which would cure it, 
with diet, bleeding, and mollifying liniments, and cauſing 
them to ſpat, and ſuch like, which are meanes rather to aug- 
ment the Catarrhe, then to diminith the ſame.

do tlus. foure or 2 Then take the pilles in the eue 
ning , and in the meane time, annoint the head and ſto- 
macke, with Oleum cers, and drinkecucry morning. a little 
of our Qiutaeſſence, whichit you do vic continually ( by 
the blelling of God vpon 1t there is no doubt, but the bo- 
dy ſhall be free from many troubleſome maladies. 

There was a certaine woman of the age of 58.ycares,who 
being greatly troubled , with a Catarrhe: was cured by the 
vſe of our Aqua preſeruans, morning and cuening, and by 
annointing the {tomacke with S alſamo.

The deſcription and manifold cures , of the diſeaſe called 
Scrophule , or forunculi, which ſome do cal waxing 
kernels, but rather the kings euill. 


THe Scrophnle or waxing kernels ( fo called of ſome) 
which vſe to come in the throte, or other partes of the 
bodies, of young children, do ariſe and are cauſed, of great 
quantitie of melancholike humors , becauſe that doth for 
the moſt part raigne in perſons , that are weake of comple- 
xion . For you may eaſily ſee that ſuch as are vexed with 
that infirmitie : are not very quicke ſpirited. Theſe Scro- 
phule, are a long time ere they will come to ſuppuration: 
and before they breake , and when they are broken, they 
cauſe exceſſiue payne, and are hard to becured . For all in- 
firmities that come of melancholie, are troubleſome to cure 
or reſolue, as you may ſee in the quartaine and ſuch like. But 
here I will ſhew thee a ſecret, to cure theſe Scrophule. Fuſt 
you mult remoue the cauſe, and then cure the effectes: for o- 
ther wiſe it were impoſſible to cure them with out ward me- 
decines . This melancholie is purged , with our ſirupe a- 
ainſt melancholie, which you muſt vſe eight or ten dayes. 
he doſe is about 3; 4 cold. That done giue them our Aro- 
matico,which clenicth the head, and ſtomacke,and purifieth 
the bloud. As touching locall medicines, to breake it, you 
ſhall lay thereon our cauſtike 24.houres : which mortifieth 
and dricth, for it will draw forth a great deale of moilture. 
Aſter this, annoint it with our uo licore, vntll] the eſcare 
be fallen out: and when it is mundified, applie thereon the 
cerote of Gualtsfredo di Medi, & vſe no other medecine, ſor it

Certaine youn of 14. yeares, of complexion cho- 

lericke, = gen org. yaun had — in his 
throte, on both the ſides, was cured thus. The firſt mede- 
cine that he tooke, was the infuſion of Rhabarb , with the 
trochiskes of Agarick, and acetum /qualliticwm, and water of 
maidenhaire, mixed together, which he vſed by the ſpace of 
ten dayes. Then was laied vpon the Scrophule, a plaiſter of 
cerote magiſtrale with Cant arider which drew forth the ma- 
11gnitic of the vlcer, and great ſtore of Su, _—_ applied 
for 15 dayes together . This done, Igaue him the decoction 
of Salſa parilla , with a good diet, for twentie dayes toge · 
ther. Then I applied vnto the ſore a cerote of Gualtifreds ds 
Medi, which in a ſhort time cured him, that had bene vexed 


with them foure yeares before · 
Another for the ſame. 


Nother which was a maide of 13. yeares of age, was 

vexed with Screphule in her thtote, which was alſo in 
this manner cured. Firſt I gaue her the extract of Eleborws 
niger, with mel roſarum; which doth very effectually purge 
the melancholicke humor. That done, I gaue her our ſi- 
rupe againſt the melancholick humor, for eight or ten _ | 
together: and applied vnto the ſores an vnguent of Ly- 
targe, boiled with the powder of Scropbularia: thus was 
in ſhort time cured. 


Auot her again Scrophule. 


Ra Verdigrece, Pelitorie of Spayne, docke roote, 
he iuice of leekes, ofthe herbe Scrophularia,ana,mixe 
them, and lay on lint , and applie it vnto the Scrophule,but 
take ſome care thereof.

CHAP. IIII . 


Of Panaricium , or Panaricies, called 
the whit blow. 


His greeuous and intollerable maladie, (as thoſe know 

well that haue felt them) commeth on the end of the 
finger; and is aninfirmitie, bred in the liuer, whereof nature 
being willing to diſcharge her ſelfe, ſendeth it to the ex- 
treme parts of the fingers: and moſt commonly it commeth 
to the finger next the thombe, but ſeldome in the other. Tho 
reaſon or cauſe whereof is hidden, ſaue that we may conie- 
ctureſas we haue ſaid before) an accident in the liner , which 
nature ſendeth forth vnto thoſe parts to eaſe her ſelfe. When 
it commeth to the end of the finger, that it can go no fur- 
ther; it cauſeth a ſharpe and exceſſiue payne: and the acci- 
dent comming vnto that place, not hauing paſlage , is fo 
hote , that in ſhort time it putrifieth the ſinewes, muſcles, 
and cartilages , and in the end totteth both fleſh and bone. 
The ſecret of this griefe, is not commonly knowne , of the 
moſt Surgeons: who with all their learning, cannot deuiſe 
to cure it, as it ought to be cured. The molt part of ſuch, as 
haue that infirmitie, loſe their finger: but if thou wilt quick- 
ly helpe them, follow this methode. 

Firſt let them bleed on the liuer veyne : then let them be 
well purged . Aſterward drefle the finger, with o/cum ſiulfu- 
ru: which will cauſe ſome paine, neuertheleſſe(to haue ſome 
eaſe) you muſt abide it. The next day dreſſe it with 22agno 
licore, vntill it be whole , which will be in ſhort time, as I 
haue often proyed,

driethem in ſuch manner, that ſuch as are troubled there- 
with, cannot fetch their breath. It proceedeth of aduſtion 
of the bloud , that cannot runne in the veynes: and fo the 
lungs lacking ſuſtenance, worleeth that effect. This diſeaſe 
is cured foure manner of wayes . Firſt you ſhall let them 
bloud vnder the toung cutting, thoſe veynes ouerthwart, 
and ſuck them as much as they can: for it euacuateth and o- 
peneth the opilation of the bloud , and eaſeth the lungs of 
all chat cuill matter which offendeth. Sec6dly you ſhall giue 
thema doſe of e Hromatico, which — the ſtomacke, 
of all cuill qualities, that offend the lungs. The third is, to 
let them eate for a moneth together, euery morning Z j, of 
our Eleftwario de Althea. The fourth, to annoint the ſto- 
macke, euery aight with Magne core . But cuery tendayes, 
you mult cake a doſe of our E/eftwario Angelica, whereby 


thou ſhale helpe them quickly. You mult alſo keepe a ſo- 
ber diet: refraining fiſh , porke, ſlimie things, ſpice, baked 
meates, cheeſe and ſuch like, which nouriſh grolly , and do 
infect the bloud.

TH is diſeaſe, is a corruption, cauſed of the ſuperfluous vſe 
of women, that are infected therewith: tor ſuch men as 
haue knowledge of them, they receiue the ſaid corruption 
which afterward commeth forth of the yard ,- with great 
payne and difficultie in making water; and moreouer in 
the night, when eliat part is erected, it cauleth great tor- 
ment: wkich for &freen or twentie dayes, cauſeth extreme 
payne. ' This1s the beginning of the French pocks , a fit 
ſawce for that ſweet ſinne of Lecherie, It bringeth molt 
commonly payne in the interiour _ , or payne inthe 
raynes,armes,and leg zes: in ſomuch that in fine,iecommeth 
to that fowle diſcaſe . For ſuch as haue this Gonorrhea,ncucr 
ſuſpecting or fearing the afterclaps, ſuffer their diſcaſe, to 

grow on further and further till their cure will very hard! 
or neuer be accompliſhed; Therefore Iiſꝭ euery man,to 
ſeelee helpe in time, leaſt by letting it paſſe; in the end. it 

turne to his deſtruction. The cure is as foHloweth. | 
Firſt you Thall giue them our Aromarico, once in white 
wine. Then morning and euering, for ſeuen or cight dayes, 
vic this potion following — alſo the ray nes, and

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thoſe parts, with our Aqui ſarida, being cold, and in ſhore 
time they ſhalbe healed. 

R. the whites of ſoure or fiuenewlayd egges, Zij of fine 
ſugar, 30 of roſe water. mixe them well, and drinke it mor- 
ning andeuening. This is a rare ſecret, and often proucd, 
the drinke mult be dronke cold. 


CHAP. XI. 
Of the Hemerhoides,and their cure. 


T He Hemerhoides are an alteration in the Hemerhoidall 
veynes caliſed of a corrupt and putrified humor, where- 
of nature being willing to diſcharge her ſelfe, ſendeth forth 
by thoſe veynes vnto the extreme or outward parts, where 
it cannot paſſe through, and cauſeth the alteration and in- 
flat ion that is called the Hemerhoides, This corruption and 
putrifaction, is cauſed of theeuill qualitie of the liuer, which 
corrupteth the bloud, and is the cauſe of all this inconue- 
nience. Commonly the originall and beginning thereof, is 
cauſed of the pocks , a thing that muſt be conſidered of in 
the cure. Now for the cure, it were neceſſarie to help the 
liucr,to puriſie the bloud, to alter the Hemerhoides, and to 
diſcharge nature of that impediment. Firſt therefore, giue 
them our Eletrario Angelica, the next day, they ſhall take 
our Sirwpo /olutizo,whgeot they {hall take fiue or ſixe doſes. 
Then let them annoint the Hemerhoides , with our Cau- 
ſtile, once or twiſe,and they [hall ſoone after be cured.

Y reaſon of this diſcaſe , that commeth alwayes at the 
Dend of Inteſtino , or Longanen , ſome haue maruailous

| inſome, more then in other ſome , as experience 


weth . For(as I faid)ſome haue ſuch a burning, that they 
can 
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can take no reſt, ſome haue ſuch pay ne, as they cannot ſie, 
ſome haue it ſo _— hote, that it is intollerable. Though 
this infirmitie is more hurtfull in one complexion , then in 
an other, and the cure hard: yet you (hall cure them in this 
manner. Firlt giue them eAromarrco, then purge the body 
ſiue or ſix times, with our up ſolutino. Then give lum 
our fume at the lower parts, three or foure times, and then 
annoint the parts with our Sa//amo artshc.tor that will drie, 
and take away the payne altogether , and the patient ſhall 
be ſurely healed. 

There are diuers kinds of Hemerhoides, but tuo in prin- 
cipall . The one ſort is in the fundament, and cauſeth great 
payne when they go to the ſtoole. The other ſort com- 
meth forth of the fundament,and are not ſo paynfull as the 
firſt. To cure thoſe within the fundament. ycu ſhall giue 
the patient eiglit or ten dayes together, our Su magiſtr.4- 
le ware, then let them take our eAromarico, once, and vic 
cliſters, wherein is put halſe an ounce of Aqua reale Phio- 
rauunte at a time, and ſo thou ſhalt helpe them. The beſt 
way for thoſe that are come forth, is to make ineiſion, or to 
make a little hole in thein, that the bloud (which is putri- 
fied) may come forth, and ſo by euacuation thou ſhale helpe 
them. Alſo you ſhall vnderſtand, that vomiting is very ne- 
ceſſarie in the cure of both ſortes, becaule it openeth the 
veynes. Alſo Oleum ouorum, doth eaſe the payne of the He- 
merhoides very greatly: ſo doth the oyle of figges, if you 
annoint them therewith. The tooth of an horſehſh 
bein gworne in a ring onthe finger after the body is pur- 
ged taketh them away by a ſecret and hidden qualitie, a 
thing proued more then an hundred times,

Whe the cauſe of this difficultie 
of vrine, is inthe reynes or kidneies; ſo that it be not a ſtone 
in the k1dneies: or ſome great ſtore of grauellʒ ſee that thou 
worke thus. 

R. R.o2n0m of a male hare, boile it in good wine, when it 
is well boiled, ſtampe it ſmall,and paſſe it thorough a ſtrai- 
ner with the ſaid liquor wherein it was boiled. Remember 
that when you boile it, there muſt not remaine much liquor 
in the veſſell. Then take the ſaid matter, that you ſtrained, 
and put thereto as much purified honie , and boyle it on a 
ſoft fire, vntilli tcometothe forme of an Electuarie. When 
it is boiled, put thereunto, for euerie pound of that Electua- 
rie, theſe things following, made into fine powder , of Li- 
gnum aloer, of Cinamon, ana j, cloues, ſaffron, ana j, 
muske , graines foure, Aque roſarum j, our Quintaeſſence 
316. Incorporate theſe well together, while it is warme, 
and keepeit in a glaſſe, cloſe ſtopped . And when you will 
vſe it, you muſt firſt take a doſe of our Elettuario Angelica, 
and while you vſe the Electuarie, remember to annoint the 
reynes, with our Aqua fetida , when you go tobed . Of the 
Electuarie you mult take j in the morning, and faſt there- 
on foure houres, and vſe ſome exerciſe, and in ſhort time, 
thou ſhalt ſee a maruailous good worłe performed. For the 
reynes will be ſtrengthned , the viſcoſitie will be reſolued. 
the powres will be opened, and the vrine will be expelled, 
and clenſed, all which are effectes, neceſſarie for him to re- 
gard, that will with honeſtic and credite, helpe the former 
maladie.

them) are cauſed of no other thing , then of humors 
dried, and reſtrained in our bodies, For in the winter, when 
it is cold, the pores do ſhut ſo cloſe together, that the hu- 
mor cannot paſſe, or come forth,neither by ſweat,nor other 
exhalation or expiration . For that cauſe, the humors in a 
young man (who is hote of complexion.) may not be kept 
in; for then nature(which would _ her ſelfe) ſendeth that

exhalation,vntothe extreme parts of the bodie, that is vn. 
to the handes and feete; where remaining there is cauſed 
that alteration: and in proceſſe of time, the skinne doth o-

ſpring, when warme weather commeth in. Howbeit Ihaue 
— out a ſecret to cure them quicklie, and with great 
eaſe. Firſt let them bloud , then giue them a doſe of our 
Eleftuariw Angelica: after that let them take our Syrapo ſolu- 
rio , ſix or ſeuen dayes together not keeping any ſtraighe 
diet or rule. Aſter this annoint them with Oleum philoſo- 
phorum de cera & terebinthina,at night when they go to bed: 
and dothus one weeke at the leaſt , and then no doubt thou 
ſhale cure them as I haue often proued , Allo the oyle and 
water of franckinſence, will do the like. 


CHAP. XVIIL 


Of Cornes on the feete, and the manner 
; to takethem away. 


T He cornes that come on the feete, are a kindeof hard tu- 

mor, or thicke excreſcence, cauſed of corrupt and putri - 
fied humors, whereof nature being willing to diſcharge her 
ſelfe, ſendeth them to the lower part of the feete, whereout 
becauſe they cannot paſle , there do they make reſidence: 
ingendring that kinde oftough excreſcence, which is gree- 
uous and painfull . Many times, the cauſe hereof , ariſeth of 
that noy ſome diſeaſe, Morbus Gallicuu, as ſome write, and 
then muſt it be remedied with medicamentes appropriate 
thereunto . But if they come otherwiſe , then to take them 
away follow this order. When they are in their, greateſt 
ſtate, andcauſe moſt payne, cut them vntill they bleed, 
then annoint them with our Zal/amo Artiſictato applying 
it ſohote, as you may ſuffer it; thereupon goto bed. Then 
touch them once or twiſe with Oleum ſulſfuris, and annoint 
them with Oleum Philoſophorum de terebint hina & cera, vn-

My me greatlie troubled herewith, and in ſuch 
manner, as thereby they are made altogether vnfit to 
go. It commeth on the great toe, vnder the naile,or the fide 
of the nayle: for the mo ,anda man would thinke, that 
the nayle grew in the fleſh , but it is not ſo, for the fleſh 
groweth vpon thenayle,though this infirmitie appeare not, 
to be a thing of great importance (whereof the aunciẽt wri- 
ters haue made littlemention) yet is it athing greatly to be 
regarded. For many great perſonages,that liue eaſily, and 
are tormented with the gout , haue alſo this greefe in thoſe 
parts: but the order to cure them is this, Firlt you ſhall cut 
thenayle , on that part where it moſt h chem ; then 
take it away which you may do caſily, without any great 
payne to the patient: for the nayTeis already ſeparated from 
the greeued place, Thus when the nayle is take away, touch 
it with our ( anſtiche, whereof mention is made in our trea- 
tiſe of the plague . Let it ſo remaine three dayes together: 
the dreſſe it euery day, with Maęno licorr, vntill it be whole, 
which will be in a very ſhort time.

Ake of Gratia Des, dried in the ſhadow,and beaten in- 
to ſine powder, 3 j. Cinamon z j, cloues , Dj, wheate 
flo wre, tj, orenges condite, 3 j. make thereof a paſt, with 
honie, and bake it in the ouen with bread: but take great 
heed, that it burne not. Of this you ſhall giueZ j, to purge 
againſt many infirmities: but aboue the reſt againſt Scro- 
phule,againit ſcabs, and the white ſcall. For it euacuateth 
onely the ſuperfluous humiditie of the body, it drieth and is 
appropriate for ſuch kinde of infirmities. Howbeit you 
mult note, that all ſoluble medecines are not fit, for one diſ- 
caſe or complexion : for chiefly and properly, Rubatb pur- 
geth choller, blacke Hellebore auoideth melicholie, Dane- 
wort diſpoſſeſſeth the body of flegme, and this herbe clen- 
ſeth the bloud . Therefore euery one hath his peculiar pro- 
pertie: though ſometimecither of them, may worke, vpon 
more cauſes then one, yet not ſo properly or ſimply, but by 
accident, and in regard of circumſtances. 
Two drammes of the powder of this herbe, dronke in 
wine, or broth , prouoketh vomite and ſiege, and is v 
for ſuch as are lunatike . It helpeth or at the leaft 
elayeth the extremitie of the feuer . It is good againſt 
greefes of the ſtomacke, and wind in the bellie. 

A decoction thereof made with ley , helpeth putrified 
vlcers, if they be waſhed therewith: for as it purgeth the ſto- 
macke, ſo it clenſeth the ſore, and healeth it quicklie, if you 
wet a cloth, in the ſaid ley, and applie it thereunto. 

CHAP. IIII 
Of Rubarb, and his vertnes. 
He herbe called, in the Italian toung. Lappacia maggiore, 
or Rombice domeſtice,is a kinde of Rubarb, which 2 
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Of the vſ and vertme of V egetabler. T5 
the learned Herbariſtes is termed by the name of R ha re- 
centiorum: whereof 3 j, when it is new will loſe the bodie, 
euacuate choller, as the Rhabarbarumdoth . It is very good Purge choler, 
agaunſt oppilations: it purgeth the bloud , and taketh away 
ſcabs. 
You ſhall haue, a moſt precious medecine thereof:iif you The corretlion 
mixe the greene roote, with honic, cinamon , ſaffron, gin- *. 
ger, and the powder of roſes. 
If you roſt che roote in the embers , and mixe it with Scrophule, 
condited ſugar it breaketh the Scrophule , and mundificth 
them, and healeth them in ſhort time. Some do mixe it 
with the gumme, called Anmmoniacunr,and fo do bring it in- 
to the forme of an vnguent, and applic it vnto the parts af- 
fected with Scrophule. 


CHAP. uV.

Fn the herbe Tithymale (called Spurge ) in the

It reſolueth all continuall and quotidian feuers, when the Se, & 
parties affected therewith be hote , and their ſweat cold, yea gue 
though they be broughe very low,it will by Gods helpe de- 
liver them of their troubleſome aduerſarie. 

Lanreo/a doth alſo moue the body, by vomiteand ſiege, we, 
but it may not be vſed in any continuall feuer or quotidian; 
becauſe it will inflame too much.
